,368 men are home from the bat- 
lefields of Europe. .

north, south, east, and west. 


The interval in between — the 


first day Ihose 1,368 men had 
pent on American soil in any- 
'here from six months to three 
years — was a crazy kaleidoscope 
if sights and sounds anrt emotions.

They were hand-picked for 30-day 
merit furloughs according to their 
length of service and number of 
decorations, 
evacuations, 
and 


wounds.

sons, for army reasons.

duty. The majority will be labeled 
for "T. D."—temporary duty with- 
in the United States.

Americans Meet Little 


or No Resistance in 
Their Push

General MacArthur's Headquar- 


ters, Luzon, Jan. 13 (/Pi-Power- 
•ful spearheads o£ the Sixth Army 
invaders of Luzon pushed forward 
steadily today toward Manila dur- 
ing the fourth day o£ the invasion 
after advancing 12 miles to cover 
more than half the road distance 
to the Agno river, without meet- 
ing any enemy opposition. 


The American troops moved 


cautiously despite advance patrol 
reports-of "•empty""trenches and 
abandoned ducouls near the river, 
the most formidable natural bar- 
rier across the central Luzon 
plain. 


Only in the eastern sector of 


their 
bulging beachhead 
have 


they met any considerable resist- 
ance. Japanese suns and mortari 
hidden on the slopes or ridges 
forming the southern spurs of the 
Bcnguct mountains fired intermit- 
tently into the flank. 
Correspondent Spencer Davis 


of the Associated Press reported 
that the Japanese in those foot- 
hills pumped shells into American, 
positions at the rate of 60 to 70 
a minute before dawn Wednesday 
until they were silenced by war- 
ships. Air support was also called 
up to smash an enemy position 
in this area. 


Japanese attempts to land sup- 


plies for the defenders resulted 
in a loss for them of a big freight- 
er-transport and 43 luggers, which 
were sunk or badly damaged at 
San Fernando, about 45 miles 
north of 'the American Lingayen 
Gulf beachhead. 


So far the Sixth Army troops 


have encountered none of the last 
ditch stand or banzai charges 
which featured enemy delaying ac- 
tion in the earlier stages of the 
campaign on Lcyte Island in the 
initial invasion of the Philippines.

Filipinos Win, Which IsLik 
Flies Conquering

Loreto, Dlnagat Island, Philip- 


pines OB—"The flics conquering 
the flypaper-that's the way we 
like to think of our achievements 
in defeating the Japanese attempt 
to break our city government." 


Thus 
said Mariano Gopana, 


school teacher and guerrilla lead- 
er, as he told this story of Japan. 
ese occupation of Loreto on this 
small island that American Ran- 
gers occupied three days before 
the Lcyte invasion: 


"The Japs'came to Loreto first 


in October, 1942. They didn't come 
to stay, just to destroy. 
They 


burnid most of the town—every- 
thing they considered important 
to us. 


"Why did they do it? We don't 


know, They didn't say. Except for 
sporadic raids, the Japs left our 
town atone then until April, 1944, 
when they moved in for 10 days, 
but they looted the area and stole 
all of our food and fowls and pigs. 


"Then on May 19 they came to 


stay." 


Guerrillas ambushed and killed 


18 of the first 25, but 50 more fol- 
lowed and the 17 armed guerrillas 
withdrew to the hills with the ra- 
dio station. 


"Our people refused to live un- 


der Japanese control," Gopana 
continued, "they fled.to the hills, 
even though it meant near-starva- 
tion. 


"Finally the Japs notified us to 


return to Loreto and they would 
issue safe conduct passes. It was a 
hard decision. When we went to 
Capt, Truman Heminway, Ameri- 
can officer in charge of the radio, 
he advised use to return to Loreto 
only if everyone promised to keep 
quiet about the radio and guerril- 
las. We found the Japs had set up 
headquarters in our beautiful 
Catholic church. 


•Dies of Dysentery' 


"Immediately they asked the 


whereabouts of Andres Olaco, our 
mayor. We told them the mayor 
had died of dysentery. Actually, he 
had set up headquarters in the 
hills. He had refused to return to 
Loreto as long as a single Jap 
remained. But the Japs said we 
had to have a mayor. They would 
appoint one." 


A new administration was in- 


stalled with Japanese 
approval, 


but the mayor and all but one of 
his staff were guerrillas. 


"The Japs worked hard to con- 


vince us the Americans were 
never coming back and that they 
were the saviors of our common- 
wealth and would protect us," Go- 
pana said. 


"A Philippines constabularyman 


began talking against the Ameri- 
cans. He said'The damned Ameri- 
cans left us to fight alone at Davao 
while they were miles away drink- 
ing whisky.' 
• 


"We learned he was getting 150 


pesos (?75) per month from the 
Japanese for this sort of thing. So 
one night he was kidnaped. His 
head was cut and left for the Japs 
and others to see. 


'The Japs told us we could re- 


open our schools but could not dis- 
cuss anything dealing with Demo- 
cratic government. All American 
or British books had to be burned, 
they said. Our teachers would have 
to add Japanese, but, strangely, 
they said we could continue to 
teach English. 


"Our churches were mutilated 


and desecrated but there was no 
ban. as far as I know, against 
church services. But from stub- 
bprness or fear, we held no ser- 
vices as long as the Japs were 
here. 


"Many Jap soldiers who left Lo- 


reto never returned. 
But their 


heads kept turning up In the town. 
We know the Japs were scared. 
They made us bow to them and 
they cut down on our food. But 
we know' we had them beaten. 


"Late in August the Japs left 


Loreto. Now ihe Americans are 
back. We have kept our faith. We 
have licked the Japs."

Road Construe lion Program 
Cut in City By Lack of Help 


Acting Superintendent Max J. 


Oppcnheimer of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works in his annual report sub- 
mitted at the meeting of the board 
on Friday afternoon pointed out 
that the highway department con- 
struction program in the city was 
greatly curtailed by lack of labor 
during 1944. 


In order that the numerous holes 


in the city streets be patched as 
soon as possible, weather condi- 
tions permitting, the work was 
begun on April 1 and continued 
until the first snowfall. 


Burgevin street was surface- 
treated. This was the only street 
resurfaced in the city during 
1944. 


There was a decrease in candle- 


power of street lights for 1944 of 
76,600 caridlepower. This was due 
to the turning off of some of the 
lights in the business district. A 
total of 40 street lights were 
turned off. 


The report stated that all of 
the streets were plowed, which 
includes some 106 miles, and all 
sidewalks adjacent to city property 
were cleared of snow and Ice. If 
the snow was of sufficient depth 
the sidewalk plow was used. And 
an additional service the depart- 
ment removed the snow, from in 
front of churches, firehouses, fun- 
eral establishments, private fun- 
erals. 


Flow 1,SM Miles 


During 1944 the total number 


of snow loads picked up by hand 
was-1,014. The total number of 
miles plowed was 1,838. 


The city maintains a zoo in 


Forsyth Park where game birds, 
deer, goats, rabbits, raccon and 
bear are kept. One deer was born 
in 1944. 


The stadium is operated by the 
board. 
Two men are employed 
there steadily and assistance is 
given them whenever heeded. The 
total cost of operating the stadium 
during last year was 53,630.75. 
Sewen, Pumping Stations 
The sewer system of the city 


of Kingston, includes some 99 
miles of sewers both sanitary and 
storm water including numerous 
manholes and catch basins. 


In order to properly maintain 
this network a crew of three men 
is employed .daily to clean and in- 
spect the sewers of this city. A 
sewage engineer employed by the 
Engineering Department is avail- 
able at all times for consultation 
purposes on sewers. 
The equipment used by the 


sewer crew . includes a 1& ton 
truck, equipped with high pres- 
sure hose, nozzles, rodding tools, 
wormers', pump, 'root cutters and 
other miscellaneous: tools. 
Masons'also assist the sewer 
crews in repairing aiid construc- 
tion of manholes and catch basins, 
sewer mains and sewer structures. 
' Although the sewer crews are 
constantly cleaning catch • basins, 
manholes, • sewer 
mains, etc., 


almost continuously in the spring 
after the winter thaw, and in the 
fall, after all leaves have fallen, 
the sewer crews are supplemented 
by additional laborers to help in 
this work. 
The-- three pumping stations 


located at Lincoln street and Clif- 
ton avenue, Wrentham street, and 
Valley street are flushed regu- 
larly and 'maintained by the 
sewer . crew. All stations are 
operating satisfactorily. 


A portion of the Murray street 
sewer, which has given the de- 
partment a great deal of trouble 
in the past yearAwas rebuilt 


Street Cloning 


The street, cleaning department 


is one of the most modern in the 
state. The business section of the 
city is swept daily, while the sec- 
ondary streets are swept once a 
week. The remainder of the city 
streets are swept during the day 
by mechanical sweepers. 


One truck with a gang of men 


is employed daily picking up 
refuse accumulated by the mech- 
anical sweepers. 
During the past year there were 


952 truck loads of leaves collected 
and 2,212 sweeper loads. 


Al* i*d UbMsli 


This department has three col- 
lected rubbish equipped bodies 
on motor thicks and one large 
dump truck. These four trucks 
are augmented by an additional 
truck on Wednesday and Fridays 
to take care of the surplus rub- 
bish, on those days. Each truck 
is manned by a chauffeur and two 
laborers. 
Inasmuch as this department 


operates an incinerator, a City 
Ordinance requires the citizens to 
segregate all waste into combus- 
tible and non-combustible waste. 
Combustible waste is delivered to 
the incinerator and non-combus- 
tible waste to the Sterling street 


Such industrial waste that can 


be salvaged is collected at the In- 
cinerator and sold to local junk 
dealers. 
During the sprine, the Office of 
the Mayor issued a proclamation 
to the effect that for a period of 
one week the trucks and men of 
this department would be avail- 
able by any citizen requesting the 
removal of waste from Ms prop- 
erty.

Moscow remained silent on 
these reports as the German high 
command declared that secondary 
attacks south, of the Vistula and 
in the northern sector of the Bara- 
now bridgehead were broken. 


The German communique said 
the Russians swept Nazi positions 
on the East Prussian border on 
both sides of Rominten and Herth 
with heavy artillery fire before 
launching numerous attacks in 
battalion strength. The German 
communique said these attacks 
were warded off and added that to 
the north several Russian attacks 
from the Memel bridgehead were 
repulsed. 
The new push in Poland was 


reported to have begun at dawn 
yesterday. A Berlin dispatch to a 
Stockholm newspaper said it was. 
powered by eight Soviet armies 
along a 60-mile front. 


Col. Ernest von Hammer; Ger- 
man military commentator, said 
"at least three Russian armies, 
two tank corps and other indepen- 
dent'units are engaged in the Rus- 
sian winter offensive, 'which start- 
ed yesterday in the Vistula bridge- 
head west of Baranow." 


Moscow remained steadfastly 


silent, giving no hint whether the 
German report is true. The regular 
Moscow communique announced 
that the remnants of the Nazi gar- 
rison at Budapest had been com- 
pressed into a pocket ot five 
square miles iiy the heart of the, 
Hungarian capital. 
A late report from Berlin to 


Stockholm said the Russians were 
attacking in Poland with 500 guns, 
two air fleets, several tank armies 
and innumerable infantry divisions 
amid "extremely violent fighting." 


When fighting subsided in this 
area last August the Russians held 
positions only 20 miles southeast 
of Kielce, railtown connecting 
German-held Warsaw with Kra- 
kow. Kielce and Krakow appear 
to be the immediate objectives of 
the fresh assault at the threshold 
of German Silesia. 
The Soviet high command an- 


nounced last night that inside 
•devastated Budapest the Russians 
continued systematic liquidation 
of German and Hungarian die- 
hards. A midnight Soviet war bul- 
letin said Hungarian patriots had 
risen and were firing on the Ger- 
mans from cellars and rooftops. 


Another 135 city blocks fell to 


the Soviet shock troops yesterday. 
The Germans now hold only about 
one-fourth of the flaming capital, 
mostly in Pest, eastern half of the 
capital. 
Mesnwhile, northwest of the 
stricken capital other Russian 
troops again repulsed despejate 
German efforts to break the-arc 
of Soviet armor around the city, 
and relieve the Nazi force. The 
communique said the Russians, in 
checking the German rescue units 
killed 1.000 of the enemy yester- 
day and knocked out 102 tanks 
in the last two days.

AT WASHINGTON 


More than at any other time in this cen- 


tury, the United States Congress "has great- 
ness thrust upon it." The nation and the 
world look on with keen interest to see how 
our lawmakers at Washington use that 
greatness. 


Upon their knowledge, wisdom and co- 


operation depends, to a large degree, the 
winning of these great wars and the shaping 
of the ensuing peace. Perhaps greater issue? 
are at stake than any other since'our Civi 
War, or even the meeting of the First Con- 
tinental Congress after our Revolutionary 
War, more than a century and a half ago. 


Fortunately we have many able men in the 


present Congress, some of them unusually 
familiar with the complex internaliona 
problems at stake. It will require all their 
ability, along with that of the Executive 
branch of government, to steer the nation 
safely through the troubled waters. It is a 
time for statesmanship, not politics. 


DEBTS DROPPING 


People are paying off their debts. This is 


the report of Henry S. Sherman, a Clevelam 
bank president, who says that big cuts are 
being made in mortgage and personal loans 
and savings accounts are rising in recon 
fashion. 


Cleveland home owners last year reducei 


their principal on mortgage loans by $7,000,' 
000. 
Before the war the average mortgage 


borrower took more than five years to pay 
off his loan. Many took 20 or more. Now 
the average borrower is doing it in less than 
four and a half. 


Another sign of debt reduction is that per- 


sonal loans are only 50 per cent of what they 
were in 1941. Then, as a rule, borrowers 
needed a year to pay off their obligations. 
Now they are doing it in half that time. 


Evidently some of the big war plant earn- 


ings are being put to good use. 


HOW GENERALS DIE 


Marshal Albert Kesselring, the German 


commander in Italy whose skill repeatedly 
baffled the Allies, is dead. So says Berlin 
whose report may or may not be trusted 
If true, the Nazis have suffered a major loss, 
ranking with that of Rommel last year. 
Other Nazi generals of the first rank are 
war casualties. It is not clear in all cases 
whether'they were killed in battle or mur- 
dered for the crime of questioning Hitler's 
military wisdom. 


The Allies' losses also have been heavy. 


Irreplaceable was Lieutenant General Lesley 
J. McNair, the great organizer of our forces. 
A missing plane carried with it the British 
air marshal, Sir Trafford 
Lcigh-SIaHory. 


There have been other losses hardly less 
conspicuous. 


Cynical buck privates used to say, "We 


get the tough jobs: the generals die in bed." 
If this was ever true, it is so no longer. They 
die with boots on.

Premier Clemenceau of France

George of Great Britain.

agreed to submit to their respec- 
tive parliaments a treaty of guar- 
antee. The British Parliament 
ratified the treaty unanimously, 
but the United States Senate did 
not even consider it, because the 
companion pact, the Versailles 
Treaty, had failed of ratification 
ay six votes. 


In that special guarantee treaty 


the United States declared itself 
'bound to come immediately to 
the assistance of France in the 
event of any unprovoked move- 
ment of aggression, made by Ger- 
many," 


In consideration of this pledge 


by Great Britain and the United 
States, PremierClemenceau agreed

last only fifteen.years, and there-

Assembly jobs as line Items In- 
stead of lump sums, put the full 
salaries 
of 
administralion

ployes in one place instead of scat- 
tering them throughout the bud- 
get and end the practice of pay- 
Ing workers for opening and,clos- 
ing the session, for session employ- 
ment and for recess work. 


It also would reduce the num- 


jer of accounts and payrolls by I 
grouping into one section 13 sap- 
arate provisions for temporary 
Personal services and provide foi 
layment by check to all legisla- 
.ive employes.
